The conference is at the same time proceed­ 
ing with the consideration of a general policy which shall 
be adopted by the five great powers. 
At present it appears these powers, through the su­ 
preme council, intend to dispose of the subject, confident 
of tile approval of its decisions by the conference itself. 
I lie healings have already progressed to the* Mage where 
the existence of views greatly at variance with those* set! 
forth in President W ilson's 14 points, have been discuss­ 
ed. 


This development has determined the American dele 
gates to remind the other powers of that fact and. to urge 
adoption of the American plan at the very out set in order 
to keep the rival claimants within the bounds of fairness, 
This plan, which is receiving immediate further con­ 
sideration, looks to international control of the colonies, 
backward nationalities and tribes by individual powers or 
agents to he known as “ .Mandatories” of the League of 
Nations. I hese agents are to derive all their powers from 
the League and to act entirely on the lines of policy dic­ 
tated by that body. 
The distribution of these guardianships is to he made 
by the League of Nations so it again happens as in the 
case of many of the projects of reform that its success­ 
ful application
